The Health Department 
and EMS services in 
Charlevoix County have be- 
gun offering Covid-19 vacci- 
nations to the homebound 
population in Charlevoix 
County. This service is in- 
tended only for individuals 
unable to travel to an estab- 
lished vaccine location—the 
Office of Emergency Man- 
agement schedules appoint- 
ments for home visits. The 
Johnson & Johnson single- 
dose vaccination shots will 
be given during these visits. 
Please note that EMS para- 
medics will not show up at 
your residence in an ambu- 
lance but another fully 
equipped vehicle. Para- 
medics will be prepared to 
provide medical service im- 
mediately in the rare event 
of an adverse reaction to the 
shot. They would dispatch 
an ambulance only if one is 
needed for transporting a 
patient to the hospital. Per- 
sons who are homebound or 
otherwise unable to travel 
but want a vaccine are en- 
couraged to contact Emer- 
gency Management at 231- 
541-4461 (Sheriff’s Dept 
Office Line) to schedule an 
appointment.

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Food Bank Council of Michigan awarded $200,000 
for Boundless Collaborations MDHHS, Food Bank 
Council of Ml partnership to feed more people 


LANSING, MI - The Food 
Bank Council of Michigan 
(FBCM), in partnership 
with Michigan Department 
of Health & Human Serv- 
ices (MDHHS), recently re- 
ceived a Feeding America 
Boundless Collaborations 
grant to support a statewide 
grocery delivery program 
for older adults facing food 
insecurity. 

The Food Bank Council 
of Michigan applied for the 
Boundless Collaborations 
program with government 
and three regional food 
banks. The grant initiates a 
feasibility study and project 
model which sets the path 
for statewide implementa- 
tion. 

“To reach older adults in 
need, particularly those 
who live in remote areas or 
for whom food access is a 
challenge, we must work to- 
gether on a statewide level 
versus within a single serv- 
ice area. We can build infra- 
structure to serve the most 
vulnerable and dramati- 
cally reduce the percentage 
of food insecure seniors,” 
said Dawn Opel, FBCM di- 
rector of research and 
strategic initiatives. “This 
model of food security 
could potentially serve as a 
national model of change, 
delivering healthy foods to 
seniors’ doorsteps." 

During the COVID-19 
pandemic, senior food inse- 
curity became more visible, 
as older adults were partic- 
ularly vulnerable to the 
virus, unable to leave their 
homes, and also left without 
pre-existing supports such 
as congregate meals. With 
no existing collaboration

between the food banks, 
government and volunteer 
programs, senior citizens 
fell victim to food insecu- 
rity. 

“The grocery delivery 
service supported by the 
Feeding America grant will 
be a great benefit to Michi- 
gan seniors facing food in- 
security,” said Paula D. 
Cunningham, State Direc- 
tor of AARP Michigan. 
“Food insecurity became a 
more acute problem during 
the COVID-19 pandemic, es- 
pecially for this age group.” 

With all hands-on deck 
during COVID-19, Michigan 
food banks delivered over $1 
million in senior food boxes. 
The grant-funded initiative 
has the potential for collab- 
oration to make an even 
greater impact statewide. 

MDHHS, an important 
partner in the initiative, un- 
derstands the critical link 
between nutritious food and 
senior health. The state de- 
partment looks forward to 
addressing this important 
issue. 

“MDHHS strongly be- 
lieves that no aging Michi- 
gander should have to 
worry about putting food on 
the table — especially during 
a pandemic,” said Scott 
Wamsley, acting director of 
the department’s Aging & 
Adult Services Agency. “We 
will continue to work with 
partners such as the Food 
Bank Council of Michigan 
to address food insecurity.”

BOYNE CITY -The City 


Commission would start with 


a notable face missing from 
the meeting. As Mayor Tom 
Neidhamer would be absent. 


The Commission would move 


and approve that Dean 
Solomon be acting Mayor for 
the meeting. Which was in 
line with the City Charter. 
The Commission would vote 
to excuse Mayor Neidhamer 
and Commissioner Conklin 
in their absence from the 
meeting. 

Some residents at the 
Atrium Condos in downtown 
Boyne City spoke during the 
open comment section. They 
mentioned that they have 
made numerous attempts 
over the last 5 years to have 
the city maintain an area 
owned by the city in front of 
the complex, which has been 


neglected. The residents have 


ended up taking care of it 
themselves, but are tired of 


doing the work and getting no 


response. The tree has died 
and there is a weed mat that 


has deteriorated and needs to 


be replaced. The residents 
felt it is important to keep 
this up because this is one of 


the first things the people see 


when coming into downtown 
from the southwest. 
One of the items would be 


to introduce an ordinance for 


the Downtown Development 
Authority Development Plan 


and Tax Increment Financing 


Plan Amendment. The 
amendment is to renew the 
plan. There will be a public 
hearing on Tuesday, June 22 


at 7 o’clock. Then it would re- 


turn to the Commission on 
July 13 for the final consider- 
ation and possible final ap- 
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Atrium Condominiums. 


proval. The Commission 
would approve the introduc- 
tion of the plan. 

The Commission would 
then approve Change Order 
Number 1 to the Contract 
with Kroondyk Construction 
for Renovation of the River 
Mouth Rest Rooms. When 
Kroondyk placed the order 
for the doors, the supplier in- 


dicated that the original glass 


quoted was not a thermal- 
pane glass, nor was it frosted 
to obscure the view into the 
rest rooms from the outside; 
these were not required at 
Veterans Pavilion. With the 
changes to frosted glass and 
the 12% increase in building 


product prices, it has resulted 


in $9,980 over the original al-

lowance. The doors have been 
ordered to help ensure the 
project is done by the July 1 
deadline. With the split cost 
of the charges from last year 
to this year, there is sufficient 
budget of $140,000 in the re- 
maining project to cover the 
cost. The additional expense 
will be charged to the Parks 
and Recreation. 

The final issue of the Com- 
mission would be to approve 
the recommended motion 
from the Airport Advisory 
Board to have DPW Director 
Tim Fass to have some trees 
trimmed and removed at the 
west end of the runway to 
help planes take off and land. 
This project has been done 
every few years and has not 


been a problem in the past. 
The Advisory Board ap- 
proved Fass to move forward 
without hearing from multi- 
ple tree companies that he 
has reached out to. Fass has 
said that the project will not 
exceed $3,000 and is in the 
Airport Fund budget. This 
will not cover all tree haz- 
ards, just the most critical 
ones at this time. The Com- 
mission would approve the 
motion and once they hear 
back from companies, they 
will begin the work. 

The next City Commission 
meeting will be held at 7 o’- 
clock on June 22 at the Boyne 
City Hall Commission Cham- 
bers.

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During the month of May, 
the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan re- 
ported a total of 456 COVID- 
19 cases, a dramatic 
reduction from a peak of 
1,808 cases in April. April’s 
statistic was the highest num- 
ber of cases in the health de- 
partment’s jurisdiction since 
the first reported COVID-19 
case in Michigan. 

“We saw a welcome decline 
in cases in May and hope to 
see this trend continue as 
more and more people be- 
come vaccinated,” said Dr. 
Josh Meyerson, Medical Di- 
rector for the health depart- 
ment. “However, COVID-19 
continued to take its toll and 
10 people in our community 
tragically lost their lives. We 
offer our sincere condolences 
to their families and friends 
and share in their loss of a 
loved one,” he said, adding 
that 18 people were hospital- 
ized throughout the month. 

Some of the differences be- 


tween the April 2021 peak to 
the May 2021 decline in cases 
within the Health Depart- 
ment of Northwest Michigan 
include: 

* 1,803 total cases (con- 
firmed and probable) in April 
2021, compared to 456 total 
cases in May 2021. 

¢ A 51.35% reduction in 
COVID-19 associated hospi- 
talizations, May 2021 com- 
pared to April 2021. 

¢ A 56.52% reduction in 
COVID-19 associated deaths, 
May compared to April. 

¢ The 13-19-year-old age 
group made up 21% of the 
May 2021 cases. 

¢ As of May 31, 2021, those 
age 12-19 had the lowest vac- 
cination status (81.5% with 
first dose) compared to those 
age 40+ (70.1% with first 
dose).

Did you know there are ac- 
tually 300 different types of 
watermelon?

Frank, 
now a young father and en- 
trepreneur, applied for a 
patent for his Epsicle and re- 
ceived one. He changed the 
name, though, to “popsicle” 
because that’s what his chil- 
dren called the treats, liter- 
ally “pop’s sicle.” In the U.S., 
cherry still reigns as the No. 
1 popsicle flavor. 

Summer isn’t just n — it’s 
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also prime time for birth- 
days.

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Boyne City Breaks Ground on New Trail System 


Boyne City, Evangeline 
Township and the Top of 
Michigan Mountain Bike 
Association broke ground 
on a new trail system just 
north of the city on Friday, 
June 11th. 

Tn 2020, $20,000 of County 
parks & recreation millage 
funds were allocated by 
Charlevoix County to The 
City of Boyne City and 
Evangeline Township for the 
construction of a parking lot 
and trailhead area along Old 
Horton Bay Road, just north 
of Boyne City. The parking 
lot and trailhead are cur- 
rently under construction 
and will be completed this 
summer. TOMMBA is also 
contributing $15,000 towards 
the parking lot and trail- 
head. 

In addition, TOMMBA 
completed a successful 
crowdfunding campaign last 
year to begin building trails 
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on the City-owned property 
and successfully raised over 
$100,000. More than $50,000 
was raised through dona- 
tions by individuals locally 
and around the state and 
each dollar of the $50,000 
was matched by the Michi- 
gan Economic Development 
Corporation (MEDC) grant 
program called Public 
Spaces Community Places. 
These generous donations 
greatly helped accelerate the 
timeframe for constructing 
the multi-use trails this year. 
Once completed, the new 
trail will connect the Boyne 
Forest, Walloon Lake Asso- 
ciation and Conservancy, 
and Boyne Public Schools 
Forest trails. ,AUThat is 
going to be a multipurpose 
trail, said Michael Cain, city 
manager for Boyne City. 
Ault will be for mountain 
bikers. It will also for people 
that want to walk in here, or 
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Lake Association and Con- 
servancy, Evangeline Town- 
ship, State of Michigan DNR 
and Boyne City Public 
Schools. TOMMBA and the 
City of Boyne City have 
been partners for over a 
decade in the development 
and maintenance of several 
multi-use trails at Ava- 
lanche Park in the City.
